The board last night approv­ 
ed setting into motion machin­ 
ery to study two recommenda­ 
tions made by one of its direc­ 
tors, Charles J. McGrath. The 
proposals call for an assistant 
superintendent in the area of 
secondary education and an as­ 
sist superintendent in elemen­ 
tary (‘duration. 


The 60.000-word Temple sur­ 
vey, which cost the school dis­ 
trict $12,000, had criticized the 
“ gross inadequacy" in admin­ 
istrators assigned to the central 
administration. 


Dr. Leon Osview and his three 
associates who completed 
the 
year-long study of the school 
district and the school board, 
recommend that IO new admin­ 
istrative positions be establish­ 
ed. This would increase the dis­ 
trict’s administrative staff from 
22 to 32. 


Proposal Made 


McGrath last night proposed 
Frank J. Furgele, principal of 
Woodrow Wilson High School, 
be appointed to the secondary 
administrative post and William 
Wunsehe, principal of Abraham 
Lincoln, to the elementary posi­ 
tion 


The board requested McGrath 
delete names from his proposals 
before it approved studying the 
recommendations. 


The school district has four 
administrators directing the 12,- 
426 students in 15 schools. They 
are Robert F. Martin, superin­ 
tendent; Dr. U. Berkley Ellis, 
administrative a s s i s t a n t in 
charge of curriculum; 
Jam es 
ll 
McGoldrick, 
administrative 
assistant, and Henry B. Decker, 
administrative a s s i s t a n t in 
charge 
of 
business. 
Decker, 
however, tendered his resigna­ 
tion last night, to be effective

Start Mass Visits 


BERLIN (UPI)—West Berlin­ 
ers began the first mass visit­ 
ing on the other side of the wall 
today. 


Thousands more were held up 
by Communist red tape. 


Communist 
guards 
wearing 
Russian-style fur hats and tot­ 
ing sub machine guns passed 
the West Berliners swiftly and 
quietly through the five crossing 
points for holiday visits with 
friends and relatives. 


The number of visitors was 
smaller than expected because 
of snarls in issuing passes, and 
the 
Red 
police 
outnumbered 
both visitors and greeters on the 
East Berlin side of the barrier 


Those that got through in the 
first 
mass 
visiting 
permitted 
since the wall went up in Au­ 
gust, 1961, moved quickly. Com­ 


munist guards, in an obvious 
holiday gesture, dropped their 
usual controls and cleared the 
visitors in about a minute. This 
is from 29 minutes to an hour 
faster than normal.
